rreea of Jane I, IS98, prohibiting

loyment came into question by 

the case of William Adair vs. 
United States, which was decided 
by the Supreme Court of United 
States today favorable to Adair, 
rhe opinion was written by Jus- 
tice Harlan* and holds the law to 
be repugnant to the connection-.

& Nashville Railroad Company had
